Latest fr o m T e x a s.— Hy an arrival at New Orleans 
on tin 7th inst. intelligence from the immediate seat of 
war in T exas has been received, to the 20th of March. 
T h e Captain of the vessel states, that Col. Fanning had 
blown up the forf at Goliad, or La Bahia, demolished 
the tow n, fought his way with five hundred men through 
the investing nrmy of the M exicans, and effected a 
. junction with fhe main army of the Texans under Gen. 
Houston. 
[A nother account says that he had not suc­ 
ceeded in effecting; this junction, but laid been driven 
back upon Goliad by the Mexicans.] 
An engagement 
was daily expected between the two main armies, on 
the east bank of the Colorado, the Mexicans being five 
thousand strong; and the Texans, according to one ac­ 


c o u n t , two thousand five hundred, to another, five 
thousand, and tp a third no less than twelve thousand. 
A skirmish is -aid to have taken place between the 
Texans and the advance guard ol the Mexican army 
(on the 29th of March) in which the latter were re­ 
pulsed with *onie loss o f killed and prisoners.
